The integrity of pro football, which not too long 


ago, was deemed stratospheric, when compared to base- 
ball's, seems to be dropping out of the clouds. The 


measures taken to sign college players 
is damaging the image of pro football, 
which, two years ago, was considered 
"clean as a hound's tooth," when the 
NFL's Pete Rozelle used drastic penalties 
to curb the gambling urge of a number 
of players, notably Paul Hornung and 
Alex Karras. The premature signing of 
players with collegiate eligibility remain- 


Paustian 
ing—via the undated contract and other 


unethical means—has caused fans to wonder why Ro- 
relle, in particular, hasn't been at all anxious to crack 
knuckles in this regard. 


This questionable moral practice comes in conjunc- 


tion with the absurd financial doctrine that proclaims 
untried rookies are worth 6-figure sums to a club. Pro 
football, evidently, has no desire to profit from base- 
ball's experience. Baseball poured millions of dollars 
down the "bonus" drain before finally calling a halt with 
the adoption of its free-agent draft. It appears that this 
could be the long-needed solution—and it should be 
given a chance to prove its worth. Stevens Point's Rick 
Reichardt may well be the last of the $200,000 baseball 
bonus babies. 


Under the free-agent draft of high school and col- 


lege-age players which will be held twice a year, the 
competitive bidding for prospects should largely disap- 
pear. After each draft, a club has six months to negotiate 
with a given player. If the prospect isn't satisfied then 
with the terms offered, his name would be tossed back 
Into the hopper, and he could be drafted by another 
team. A fe wlarge bonuses will no doubt still be 
paid—any club would be hesitant to lose a super pros- 
pect to the next draft—but, for the most part, reason- 
able bonuses should replace astronomical sums. 


Ironically enough, football originated this draft idea 


—and it works exceedingly well within the framework 
of each league—yet it can't bring a solution to the 
lalary war as long as the NFL and the AFL are at each 
other'! throats.

Elderly May Get Tax Break 


Tax relief for those over 65 


who pay property tax or rent is 
possible, but there are more 
strings attached than to a dime 
store suit. 


Wisconsin Tax Department 


officials and officials at local 
levels are admitting that "some 
confusion" exists among Wis- 
consin residents over 65 years 
of age who are attempting to 
take advantage of the recently- 
adopted homestead tax relief 
credit rebate. 


Basically, the legislation pro- 


vides rebate up to $300 for 
persons over 65 who pay rent or 
property 
tax 
on the home 


dwelling which they occupy. 


However, according to infor- 


mation being distributed by the 
state tax office,' the resident 
must have reached his 65th 
birthday by Jan. 1 of last year. 


Income Requirement 


He also must have lived in the 


state one year and his household 
income, to include non-taxable 
income, must not have exceeded 
$3,000. 


In compiling the income limi- 


tations, tax officials point out it 
is necessary to include incomes 
of all related persons living 
within the homestead. If a son 
or daughter lives with their aged 
parents and are working, his or 
her income must be included in 
the home income listing. 


If the aged parent seeking a 


claim, is paying rent to a son or 
daughter, it is important to 
determine how the home is 
being occupied. If the claimant 
lives separately from his land- 
lord son or daughter, he does 
not have to claim the son's 
income. 


Combine Income 


However, if the claimant lives 


with the son or daughter, pays 
rent and shares the facilities as 
one homestead, he would be 


immediately 
reiaiea ro me 


claimant living in the home- 
stead. 


J. L. Tibbetts, district tax 


assessor, said this stipulation 
would outlaw claims from aged 
fathers or mothers who have a 
working son or daughter in their 
home whose income brings the 
total household income over the

holder may seek relief.

"In the beginning we heard 


complaints because the pro- 
gram was new," Mrs. Rataj- 
czak remarked, "We don't 
hear them now." When she 
isnt on the job Mrs. Ratajczak 
keeps busy taking care of her

Being a courtesy aide is the

girls standing and waiting for

'down the street and ticket 
cars 
that 
are 
parked 
at 


expired meters as they get to 
them. If a meter has any time 
left 
on it at 
all 
they're 


supposed to pass it by and 
continue their beat." 


If an owner returns to his 


car while an aide is writing 
out a ticket she will change it 
to a warning ticket. The aides 
keep track of the number of 
times a certain person re- 
ceives a warning by marking 
down license numbers in their 
notebooks. 


Staggered Hours 


. The women, who work a 40- 
hour week, cover both the north 
and south side of the city. They 
have one day off and their noon 
hours are staggered 
so that 


there is some meter coverage 
at that time. 


They report to the finance 


department at 8:45 a.m. and 
turn over carbon copies of the 
previous day's ticket issues to 
Mrs. Dale Monsour, secretary- 
receptionist. "Mrs. 
Monsour 


files the copies and sends out 
the follow-up notices," Mr. 
Gartman explains. "She has 
charge of listening to any 
complaints about the meters 
or on why a ticket should be 
changed." 
. The finance director reported 
that payment of tickets has 
improved 
since the Common 


Council ruled that after 48 hours 
an additional dollar should be 
charged. There are three ways 
in which violators can pay their 
fines. They can put the dollar in 
the envelope provided and drop 
it into the yellow boxes on the 
meter posts; they can mail it to 
the department, or they can go 
to the City Hall and pay at the 
collection'section of the Finance 
Department. 


Other Duties 


Besides 
checking 
meters, 


the aides call in to report 
about meters that need re- 
pair, carry change for drivers 
who need it, 
help elderly- 


persons cross streets and give 
directions to motorists. 


They claim they don't get 


tired of walking and that the 
fresh air keeps them healthy 
and makes them sleep well. 
. Their winter attire includes 
insulated underwear, fur caps, 
slacks and boots. "We might 
add visors to their caps this 
summer," Mr. Gartman re- 
marked, "since

is a 


terrific glare off the sidewalks "

Should It Be Regulated?

Perhaps more than any other aspect of the afflu- 


ent America of the mid-1960s, the supermarket sym- 
bolizes the high standard of living enjoyed by most 
U.S. families, and the wide variety of product choices 
available to today's housewife. 


Where half a century ago most purchases would 


have been carefully measured out by a clerk, and car- 
ried away in a cloth bag, paper sack or folded sheet 
of wrapping paper, the average supermarket of 1965 
offers as many as 8,000 separate items, distinctively 
packaged and pre-measured. 


The color and variety of this merchandise, the 


attractiveness with which it is presented and the ease 
with which it may be prepared, is one of the best- 
publicized miracles of the Western world. 


Yet this marketplace, which brings within the 


reach of virtually every family products undreamed of 
even a quarter of a century ago, is soon to be the 
focal point of a major test of strength between the 
administration • backed "consumer protection move- 
ment," on one hand, and the food packaging industry 
and its allies on the other. 


At issue is the fate of the first major legislation 


ever proposed in the U.S. to control packaging and 
labeling practices—the so-called "truth in packaging" 
bill proposed by Senator Philip A. Hart (Dem., Mich.). 


The Hart Bill was originally introduced in the 


Senate late in 1962. It was subsequently referred to 
the Judiciary Committee, which declined to act on 
the proposal during the 88th Congress. 


Its supporters were not surprised by this initial re- 


buff, however, and in November of this year Senator 
Hart and other Democrats on the Senate Anti-trust 
subcommittee filed a report with the parent Judiciary 
Committee predicting another effort to push the bill 
through Congress. 


This time, Senator Hart and his colleagues believe, 


they have a 50-50 chance of winning committee ap- 
proval for the bill, which is framed as an amendment 
to the Clayton Antitrust Act 


Committee approval of the Hart Bill would clear 


the way for a battle royal between consumer-pro- 


tection forces, who are convinced Federal legislation 
is needed to control labeling of "market basket" 
items, and the industries involved, who contend the 
consumer is adequately protected by existing legis- 
lation. 


The issue has already been joined along political 


lines, with Senators Everett M. Dirksen (R.-HL) and 
Roman Hruska (R-Neb.), both members of the Antt-

trust subcommittee, filing views in opposition to the 
bill. 


What is the Hart Bill, and what would it accom- 


plish if adopted? First of all, let us determine what 
it is not 


It is not all-embracing legislation which would 


cover everything the average consumer buys. 


It would not affect durables, textiles, tobacco 


products or household appliances and furnishings. 
Neither wholesalers nor retailers would be covered by 
the bill, except to the extent a wholesaler might speci- 
fy to the manufacturer how he wanted a product 
packaged or labeled. 


Instead, the proposed legislation seeks to impose 


more Federal controls over packages and labels of 
food and household products bought at retail for 
use in the home—what Post-Crescent Columnist Syl- 
via Porter calls "kitchen and bathroom" items. 


Primarily, the bill calls for: 
—The placement of net weights on the front pan- 


els of packages in bold print of certain minimum 
sizes. 


—A ban on qualifying adjectives such as "big" 


and "giant" in conjunction with the statement of 
contents. 


—A ban on such pricing techniques as "cents- 


off," "% price" and "2 for 1" sales. 


—Establishment of specific, well-defined terms 


instead of "serving" and "helping." 


—Drawing up of regulations to make sure that 


the illustrations on packages properly represent the 
contents. 


In addition, the bill would grant to the FDA (Food 


and Drug Administration) and FTC (Federal Trade 
Commission) discretionary authority to standardize 
packages in which certain items may be distributed. 


Understandably, the prospect of Federal legisla- 


tion setting up standards for packaging and govern- 
ing labeling practices has alarmed trade groups and 
manufacturers. 


"The bill would empower the Secretary of Health, 


Education and Welfare to dictate the size of any 
food, drug or cosmetic package down to the precise 
number of peas in a can, and to require statements 
on labels," declares the editor of Printers Ink. 


Printers Ink adds that the Federal Trade Com- 


mission and the Food and Drug Administration have 
complete legal power (now) to stop any packaging 
deception under due process of law." 


Officials of General Mills also oppose the Hart 


Bill in no uncertain terms. 


"It is our position that the Hart Bill will not elim- 


inate the confusion, but will merely add to it and 
also increase the cost of cereals and every other food 
product to the consumer," Nate L. Crabtree, vice

Germany is trying to do 


something about this, although 
the days when you could catch 
trout or salmon near the Lorelei 
rock are gone. The Rhine may 
cease to stink with its load oi 
poisons, an expert says, but it 
will still be an industrial river. 


Border Nations 


Three other nations immedi- 


ately border on the 820-mile riv- 
er. It starts in the snow-capped 
mountains of Switzerland, forms 
part of the border between 
France 
and Germany, then 


crosses the Netherlands. 


Switzerland's Rhine is as pure 


as any Alpine stream. German 
experts say the first big shot of 
pollution 
comes 
from 
the 


French potash industry in the 
Alsace region where more than 
10,000 tons of salts flow into the 
Rhine every day. In Germany, 
the Rhine passes various in 
dustrial centers, 
the biggest 


being the Ruhr basin, named 
after a Rhine tributary. 


When it crosses into the Neth- 


erlands, it carries an estimated 
daily load of 300 tons of petro- 
leum products — mostly waste 
Illegally or negligently dumped 
by 8,000 self-powered freight 
barges regularly plying the riv- 
er. 


Sludges Bottom

president of public affairs, tofd the Minneapolis Star 
and Tribune. 


General Mills contends that It would cost $8 mil- 


lion to $10 million in additional equipment to adhere 
to the Hart regulations, and that these costs would be 
passed on to the consumer in increased cereal prices. 


Others arrayed against the legislation are the Na- 


tional Association of Manufacturers, the Grocery 
Manufacturers of America, General Foods Corp., the 
Pillsbury Co. and the Soap and Detergent Association. 


Supported Law 


"Our industry has supported honest-weight label- 


ing, having endorsed the Model Weights and Measures 
Law now in effect in a majority of states," E. Scott 
Pattison, manager of the Soap and Detergent Asso- 
ciation, wrote to the Wall Street Journal recently. 


"But standard-weight packages would often mean 


extra cost to the buyer. This results from our efforts 
to meet the preferences of different consumers for 
products of different density—dense or fluffy as the 
case may be. An 'even pound' package for all types 
would mean more box-size change as packaging lines 
are shifted from one product density to another . . . 


"The cost of a few 'free-choice' mistakes in judg- 


ment by the buyer will be small compared to the 
costs of bureaucratic Federal policing of supermarket 
shelves, imposed in a field where state authorities 
have adequate power right now against real decep- 
tion." 


Advocates of the Hart Bill stress that they are not 


in any way issuing a blanket indictment of present 
packaging practices. 


Highly Competitive 


In their report. Democratic members of the Anti- 


trust subcommittee declared that practices of which 
they are critical "generally do not reflect a deliber- 
ate attempt by manufacturers to deceive or confuse 
the consumer. Rather, they reflect the excesses and 
shortcuts growing out of the pressures of competi- 
tion in a highly competitive sector of the economy 
operating on low profit margins, and beyond the 
reach of existing law." 


In its rebuttal to the subcommittee's proposals, 


General Mills points out that today's average U.S. 
consumer spends only 19 cents out of every after- 
tax dollar for food, compared with 26 cents in 1947- 
49. 


By contrast, the English spend 29 per cent of 


their take-home pay for food, the French 31 per cent, 
the Japanese 47 and the Russians 53 per cent The 
Grocery Manufacturers Association has launched a 
"Food Is a Bargain" informational campaign based 
on this theme. 


Despite opposition from trade organizations, the 


Hart Bill is receiving strong backing from many 
sources. 


Among the advocates of the bill are Mrs. Esther 


Peterson, whom President Johnson in 1964 appointed 
as the special advisor on consumer affairs; Rep.. 
Emamiel Celler (D-N.Y.), who sponsored the bill 
last year; Minnesota Attorney General Walter F. 
JJondale, a member of the national Consumer-Advis- 
ory Council, and Roger LaBerge, Appleton's sealer 
of weights and measures. 
'. 


"Tin a firm believer that the consumer should have 


the right to be educated, and has the right to know 
what is inside the box," LaBerge told the Post-Cres- 
cent "The Hart Bill will make it possible for him 
to shop intelligently. Labeling will be better, and the, 
size of packages will not deceive." 


Standard-size packages should be worked out by 


the industry, LaBerge contends. 


"Instead of raising prices, they cut down on the 


size of packages. As a result «re get various-sized 
packages in sizes of ounce that are of concern to 
consumer." 


As an example of this confusion, LaBerge points 


out that there are available "69 different sizes of 
potato chips, and 45 different sizes of macaroni, all 
packages under a pound." 


The city sealer says he has already noticed "defi- 


nite improvement in national packed foods and in 
packaging at the local level. Co-operation is very good. 
... In the past year industry has made tremendous 
strides in correcting things the Hart Bill is condemn- 
ing." 


LaBerge points to the recently-introduced "space- 


saver" Kleenex boxes as "an example of what a com- 
pany can do. It makes the point we're trying to get 
at—don't prepare the package to mislead the public." 


Mrs. 
Peterson, the Administration's "voice of the 


consumer," calls the Hart Bill "a mid-20th Century 
version of truth in weights and measures—long over- 
due—designed ultimately for the consumer. It is 
inevitable that this bill will become the law of the 
land." 


In an address to the National Conference on 


Weights and Measures at Washington, June 17, Mrs. 
Peterson declared: 


"The time has come when the voice of the house- 


wife had better be heeded. It is an angry voice, and 
it is becoming more forceful. If it is ignored, the 
housewife's only legitimate recourse will be to turn to 
the Federal Government for protection. The house- 
wife who says "There ought to be a law,' is only ex- 
pressing her right as a citizen to such protection." 


The Washington Post, on Nov. 16. countered that 


Mrs. Peterson was "on spongy ground" in her broad 
accusations against business, and suggested that, in- 
stead, she investigate the "dependability and stabil- 


ity" of the services government already performs for 
consumers. 


Minnesota's attorney general contends that "the 


average consumer is baffled by confusing ideas, non- 
comparability, misleading references on packages and 
deceptive labels like 'giant quarts' that contain less 
than a quart." 


Does Good Job 


Mondale adds: "I don't deny that most of the in- 


dustry does a good job regulating itself. But the bill 
is not aimed at them; it's aimed at the unethical few 
that sometimes force the others to cut corners." 


And so. it goes—a steady barrage of charge and 


counter-charge that will only cease when definite 
Congressional action has been taken on the bill. 


Should the bill be successfully reported out of 


the Judiciary Committee, consumers can expect to 
hear a great deal about 'truth, in packaging' legisla- 
tion during the next few months. It is a debate that 
will, in a way, reflect the increasing complexity of 
American life. 


As Joyce A. Swan, publisher of the Minneapolis 


Star and Tribune, declared not long ago: 


"Our age of abundance and affluence has made 


the consumers' job infinitely more complex. . . . 
The plain fact is that today we live in a very confusing 
world. The average supermarket alone carries as 
many as 8,000 separate items. So, for the vast major- 
ity of American consumers, the problem is not so 
much one of picking the cheapest product per ounce 
as it is in picking the best value, and as our own 
experiences tell us, price is only one of the considera- 
tions involved in making a value judgment." 


Maureen's Now Mia's Mother

HOLLYWOOD (AP)—Said Mia Farrow: "It's some- 


thing Fve heard all my life: 'Mia Farrow, daughter of 
Maureen O'Sullivan.' See how easily it trips off the 
tongue? I've never been able to escape it." 


She spoke not in anger, but with the quiet im- 


patience of an 18-year-old who is anxious to establish 
her own identity. She was intrigued that the noted 
English actor John Mills is now referred to by some 
writers as the father of Hayley Mills. 


It is entirely possible that Maureen O'Sullivan may 


soon be identified as "the mother of Mia Farrow." 
In the short space of a year, blonde, willowy Mia has 
become an actress of great promise and a personality 
who can cause an international flurry. 


That happened when a gossip columnist reported 


that Mia and Frank Sinatra had discussed matrimony. 
Mia's phone rang for 24 hours with calls from New 
York, London, Paris—and her own mother. 


"I have been meeting Mr. Sinatra," was Mia's an- 


guished reply, "but only to discuss a film we might 
do together." 


The incident helped substantiate what local re- 


porters have been predicting: that Mia Farrow is 
destined to become an important figure in the Holly- 
wood whirl. 


She is the third of seven children born to the

Fox Cities Hospitals 


President Johnson's call for Congress 


to enact a broad new program to improve 
the nation's health services has an imme- 
diate bearing on the Fox Cities area where 
improvements in our own health facilities 
•re very much in the news these days. 


St. Elizabeth Hospital is today launch- 


ing a campaign to raise $1.2 millions to 
help finance the conversion of the hospital 
Into a full-fledged medical center for the 
community. Appleton Memorial Hospital 
has similar plans and later this year will 
ask for public financial support for a large 
expansion. Theda Clark recently completed 
a considerable addition to its plant. 


This willingness of the Fox Cities area 


to solve its own problems in providing up- 
to-date medical facilities is significant in 
relation to President Johnson's call for ap- 
propriation of some $1.2 billions to build 
32 regional medical complexes across the 
country in the next five years. 


The President said that these complexes 


would give patients in every part of the 
country access to the latest medical tech- 
niques, facilities and skills. He mentioned 
as examples open heart surgery and very 
high voltage radiation therapy. 


It is our tradition in Wisconsin to take 


eare of these problems ourselves. The Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin Hospital at Madison 
has been offering open heart surgery for 


a number of years. High voltage radiation 
treatments through cobalt is one of the 
additions being made at St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital and is available in other hospitals in 
this area. 


The likelihood that the President will 


find a receptive Congress this session for 
passage of a hospital care bill under Social 
Security also has its relationship to the lo- 
cal situation. Such a federal program would 
certainly increase the demand for hospital 
beds and other facilities, and once again 
the Fox Cities are anticipating the problem 
in expanding their local hospitals. 


The chances are that the kind of a re- 


gional medical complex proposed by Presi- 
dent Johnson won't be needed in Wiscon- 
sin because of our leadership in providing 
these facilities for ourselves. And there 
may be some who would say that it would 
be better to let the federal government do 
it for us. 


But we cannot see it that way. We much 


prefer it the Fox Cities way under which 
local lay people and physicians and sur- 
geons maintain control of our own facili- 
ties. We take pride in being able to say 
that this community can take care of its 
own problems in providing for its citizens. 


And we feel certain that the public re- 


sponse to the St. Elizabeth drive now, and 
to the Memorial Hospital appeal later on, 
will clearly demonstrate that attitude. 


County Board Apportionment 


The Wisconsin legislature now has until 


Nov. 1 to come up with a method whereby 
county board supervisors will be elected 
en a population basis. The State Supreme 
Court has ruled that the system under 
which Wisconsin has operated since it be- 
came a state, whereby supervisors repre- 
sent municipal units of government rather 
than people, is unconstitutional. 


There should have been no great sur- 


prise in the legislature or the county estab- 
lishment or even among the public at the 
court's ruling. The United States Supreme 
Court in decisions in recent years has made 
it abundantly clear that voters have the 
constitutional right under the 14th Amend- 
ment to be equally represented on legis- 
lative bodies. 


This is the first time, however, that a 


staters highest tribunal has applied that 
constitutional principle to local units of 
government. And as such it is expected to 
set precedents in other states of the union. 


In this instance, the legislature is ahead 


of the court in setting the wheels in motion 
to achieve reform of county board repre- 
sentation. 


Largely as a result of a campaign which 


Started in Appleton over two years ago, 
and was vigorously supported in the larger 
counties of the state, the legislature at the 
last session set up a special committee to 
draft legislation in this field. The commit- 
tee also had the full support of the County 
Boards Association. 


In its deliberations the committee knew 


It was working under the gun of the suit 
filed by two Milwaukee newspaper editors 
challenging the constitutionality of the 
present system. There was an obvious dis- 
position among committee members to 
tackle the problem head on. Numerous 
witnesses urged that the legislature take 
the initiative rather than leaving the mat- 
ter to be solved by the Supreme Court 


The bill drafted by this special commit- 


tee goes to the Legislative Council this 
week just prior to the convening of the 
new legislative session. Approval of the 
bill by the Legislative Council would in- 


crease its stature when it is submitted to 
the legislature. 


The bill solves the problem of popula- 


tion representation 
by making county 


board supervisors officers of the county 
instead of the municipalities they now rep- 
resent, towns, villages and cities. It directs 
county boards to set up supervisor districts 
apportioned as equally as practicable on a 
population basis. For practical purposes it 
directs that such districts shall be made up 
of present election districts, towns, villages 
and city wards. 


In addition the bill tackles another 


county board problem which is probably of 
more immediate-concern to persons inter- 
ested in good county government—the un- 
wieldy size of some county boards in the 
state and the certainty that they will con- 
tinue to increase in size. Dane County for 
instance has a board of 96 members, almost 
as large as the state assembly. 


It sets up population classifications for 


counties and it sets a maximum limit on 
the number of supervisors counties within 
any classification may have. Under the bill 
as drafted, for instance, Outagamie and 
Winnebago Counties could have a maxi- 
mum of 47 supervisors versus their present 
55 and 51, respectively. Fond du Lac Coun- 
ty, with 56 supervisors now, would be al- 
lowed a maximum of 39. Waupaca County's 
present 52-man board would be reduced to 
no more than 31 and Calumet's 24 to a 
mariTnuTn of 21. 


There was more heated discussion on 


this matter of size of county boards than 
there was on the population question. The 
committee had to compromise considerably 
to gain the approval of representatives of 
counties of varying sizes. Chairman Walter 
Hollander has remarked that he expects 
the bill will be amended by the legislature, 
and if so It is probably in this area that the 
amendments will be offered. 


But the principles behind the bin are 


sound. And reinforced by the recent Su- 
preme Court decision, the outlook appears 
good for prompt legislative action.

How Not to be a Conservator 


Wisconsin now has some rather strin- 


gent laws concerning the pollution of 
waterways and the laws are bound to be 
carefully observed if there is forward 
looking implementation in the future. But 
New York state is one of the heavily popu- 
lated areas that has started pretty late. 


GOT. Nelson Rockefeller has deviated 


from his pay-as-we-go programs by asking 
for a SI billion bond issue to finance a six- 
year effort to clean up the state's badly 
polluted rivers and streams. The program, 
»s outlined, would actually cost at least 
f 1.7 billion. Federal aid also is involved 
but the Governor has suggested going jt 
alone if present restrictions on the amount 
of aid to a single community cannot be 
changed. 


There certainly is a Dorian Grey por- 


trait in New York for the rest of the coun- 
try. The pollution in water alone, accord- 
ing to Gov. Rockefeller, affed* at least 
two-thirds of the population, "farmers, 
housewives, sportsmen, workers, business- 
men, children." The major trouble is the 
dumping of raw sewage directly into 
•breams because sewage plants are old or 
too small to handle the load, and the simi- 
lar disposal of industrial wastes. The water 
Is so filthy in some areas that industries no 
longer can use it for purely industrial pur- 
poses. 


Actually the trigger for the program 


came from the drying up of the GJovers- 
viJle reservoir after three years of short 
rainfall The Mohawk Valley village has a 
creek running through it bat raw sewage, 
detergents and grease have made the water 
completely unfit for anything except the 
washing of cars. In Gtoversville, some 2 
•ullkn fallens of untreated sewage and

industrial wastes go into Cayadutta Creek. 
The tanning factories still pour in their 
wastes but they can't use the water from 
the creek in any way. The sewage plant 
built in 1912, handles only about half the 
average load of sewage per day. 


But GloversviSe is only on* of many 


such communities so affected. Utica, a 
major dry in the state, pours ten million 
gallons of sewage a day into the Mohawk 
River which then picks up the wastes of 
other communities and flows into the Hud- 
son. Albany and near-by communities add 
at least another 60 million gallons of waste 
to the Hudson. Small wonder that in that 
area the river is sometimes called "the 
Albany cesspool." 


The state is so far behind in the field of 


bandlmg industrial and human wastes so 
they do not contaminate water supplies 
that the current shortage of water, now 
due to drought will be normal in a few 
more years due to the increasing popula- 
tion. So now the problem is to make up 
for past mistakes and postponements and 
to keep abreast of current increases. And, 
as in other parts of the country, the whole 
problem of pollution is compounded by 
smaller but equally serious contamination 
—of oyster beds in Long Island by duck 
farms, of lakes where trout used to abound 
by DDT. 


With the always rising tax rate and In- 


creased industrialization, the problems of 
water pollution are not simple. But the 
conditions in the heavily populated eastern 
states —and Pennsylvania and Ohio bav* 
similar problems to that ol New York- 
should provide fair warning to states lilt* 
Wisconsin which hav* th* tin* t* stay 
ahead of th* fan*.

I appreciate your observa- 


tion that communities seek 
airports and airline service 
because it is vital to their 
economic development and 
not because of selfish com- 
munity pride. In the outset of 
the North Central Area Case it 
was all too often said that the 
desires of communities to 
hold their airports and their 
services was motivated by 
community pride which to me 
always seemed extremely un- 
fair and unjust 


You refer to the cities of 


Clintonyille, 
Ashland, 
and 


Marshfield — all of them had 
airports long before airline 
service by North Central and 
its predecessor was establish- 
ed, and they will continue to 
have airports irrespective of 
the outcome of the North 
Central Airlines Case. The 
Ashland and Marshfield Air- 
ports have runways not ex- 
ceeding 3600' in length which 
are required to serve the 
general aviation needs of the 
communities, as well as being 
adequate for the DC-3 aircraft 
operated by North Central 
Both communities had reach- 
ed a point where improved 
airports had been long recog- 
nized, and the planning and 
initial development of the 
airports well preceded North 
Central service. 


The Cuntooville Airport has 


reached its present stage of 
development almost solely to 
meet the needs of North 
Central Airlines, and upon 
their recommendations includ- 
ing 
Convair aircraft and 


which has resulted !n one 
runway being built to a length 
of 4700'. 


In the Appleton-Oshkosh sit- 


uation the assumption that 
one airport will take care of 
all of the aeronautical needs 
of both communities is wrong. 
Both communities have had 
general aviation airports for 
years and will continue to 
need them for the forseeable 
future. Further, the airports 
must be located within rea- 
sonable proximity of the com- 
munities they are to serve. 


The real question involved 


In the Fox River Valley is 
whether or not there should 
be three airports—one central- 
ly located airport almost ex- 
clusively for airline service 
and one at each community 
for general aviation needs, or 
whether 
two airports 
wfll 


better serve the total needs of 
Appleton and Oshkosh. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board 


has said mat one airport is 
enough to serve the needs of 
Appleton and Oshkosh and has 
indicated a desirable location 
as being between the two 
communities. It should be 
appreciated that it is not the 
prerogative of the CM Aero- 
nautics Board to designate 
airport locations and when 
they express opinions involv- 
ing other segments of aviation 
than scheduled airline service, 
they are completely out of 
their element They have done 
this in the North Central 
Airlines Case, and this is the 
reason that FAA does not 
agree with the CAB in the 
case. 


Another factor of concern to 


FAA and 
the 
Aeronautics 


Commission is that all of the 
studies so far made proposing 
major revision of the airport 
pattern of your area have 
been principally of the airline 
segment of the aviation needs 
of Appleton and Oshkosh and 


none of the 
total needs. 


However, 
conclusions have 


been repeatedly drawn from 
the studies that could not 
possibly have real merit with- 
out a study of the total needs 
of the communities. 


Outagamie 
County's 
re- 


placement of its existing facil- 
ity with a new one in the 
proximity of Appleton is rea- 
sonable 
when all 
of the 


aeronautical needs of the 
community and the county 
are 
considered. Insofar as 


airline service on the Appleton 
Airport is concerned, its for- 
tunes are related to the 
adequacy of the route that it 
is located on rather than the 
potential of the community. 
The route as originally certifi- 
cated for Appleton was one 
of the best that North Cen- 
tral has 
insofar 
as lack 


of 
circuity and 
directness 


to principal communities of 
interest was concerned. The 
route has since been chopped 
up in so that it is of little use 
from Appleton west. 


Appleton, in addition to 


convincing the Cwil Aeronau- 
tics Board that its service 
should be continued, also has 
the more difficult task of 
getting them to provide better 
service man it can possibly 
receive on its present route 
structure. Accomplishing both 
of these objectives will re- 
qtrive a number of years to 
achlav*. 


I hope that the foregoing 


comments will be of interest to 
you. In closing I want to 
underscore mat in addition to 
airline service, general avia- 
tion is of vital importance to 
your community and will in- 
crease in importance in the 
years ahead. You should not 
lose sight of its value to you.

Do you have certain holiday traditions in your house- 


hold? Do you find yourself clinging to these individual 
family customs even though the family and the times 


may be outgrowing them? 


We do at our house. And since this was 


the first holiday season in some five years 
that all of our children were home these 
traditions became even more important.

spruce out front. When we built our home 
some 25 years ago the fellow who put in 
the lawn threw a scrubby little blue spruce 
in for good measure.
